deepest svmpathy with Mr, Roosevelt, were disposed, the last session 
of his term drawing to a close, to treat his views with deference and 
his recommendations with respect. Unfortunately, however, the 
tone of certain passages of his message with reference to the secret 


-serviee was regarded by representatives and senators alike as offen- 
—sive, and aroused such resentment that even measures which com- 


mended themselves purely upon their merits were handicapped by 
the executive approval. ‘Time, moreover, has been wasted upon 
discussion of the President’s attacks, and replies to them, which 
should have been given to public business. 

The appropriations, despite the ery of economy, will probably 
exceed the mark reached by the preceding session, which was $1,008,- 
Q00,000, but in fairness it should be said that it was necessary to 
provide for some extraordinary expenditures. The adoption of a 
greater naval program, increase in salaries of public servants, the 
expenses of commissions, an appropriation to the Italian earthquake 
fund, helped to swell the total. On the other hand, the session has 
thus far tailed to provide adequate compensation for United States 
judges, and it has refused, practically, to increase the salary of the 
President of the United States. 

The passage of the census bill and its veto because it ignored the 
merit law marks one of the failures of ayunited majority. It is quite 
possible that the penal code bill, now in Senate committee, will 
pass. In this 1s a provision which extends federal jurisdiction in 
certain cases to the liquor traffic. It also strikes from the statutes 
the “Iku Wlux” legislation of the reconstruction period, and it came 
very near having additional interest by reason of a clause abolishing 
capital punishment under the federal laws. 

The wireless telegraph bill, the national child labor bill, the Ari- 
zona and New Mexico admission bill, the waterways bill, the copy- 
right Inll, and other measures which have received a great deal of 
attention, are pending, and with little hope of passage, although it 
must be remembered that the closing hours, and even minutes, of a 
congressional session often work great changes. 

The Sixtieth Congress as a whole will be remembered as one 


characterized by much disturbance, friction, investigation, recrimina- 


tion and comparatively Iittle influence as an unlifting force. How- 
ever, while it has not been constructive it is right to say of it that it 
has done nothing particularly harmful. It should also be said to its 
credit that 1t has paved the way, that it has smoothed the rough 
places —-and at the cost of no little sacrifice—for its successor, both 
in extra and regular session.

To the western mind the step is so commonplace that those who 
read of it are in danger of failing to grasp its significance. It means 
the greatest revolution in Turkish thought since the capture of Con- 
stantinople by Mahomet the Second. Degrading as has always been 
the position assigned to women in the east, in no instance has that 
degradation sunk lower than in the Mahometan countries. It has, 
indeed, been a standing reproach for years against the Turks that 
no country could hope to redeem itself which treated its women as 
they were treated in the seraglios. The Turkish woman was at once 
a slave and a toy; a handmaid or a sultana. Centuries of existence 
passed in actual labor or in eating sweets on an ottoman had pro- 
duced a type incapable almost of any intellectual, comprehension of 
its rights and duties. To begin to teach these millions of dormant 
intellects something of what life means and of what it holds for 
them 1s the stupendous task that the Young Turks have now set 
themselves. And as the movement progresses there will come into 
being a new Turkey whose ideals will help to bridge the gulf which 
separates the cast from the west. 
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THIS NEWSPAPER some weeks ago. took 
occasion to comment with satisfaction upon 
the effort being made in Pennsylvania to 
reform the methods in vogue in that state of 
dealing with criminals. The movement 
seems to have become crystallized in a_ bill 
which has just been introduced in the upper 
house of the Legislature at Harrisburg. 
This measure contains three provisions 
which are already in practical operation in 
seventeen of the states, namely: Adult probation for certain classes 
ot first offenders, the indeterminate sentence and the parole system. 
Mach of these provisions places the greater portion of responsibility 
upon the offender himself, but in each case the state lends its aid in 
bringing about réformation. 

As the reader will speedily recognize, the bill is based upon the 
accepted theory that the object of amprisonment should not be merely 
the punishment of offenders, but the prevention of further offenses. 
lL nder the first clause the convicted person mzy be released, providing 
he has not committed major crimes, such as murder, burglary or 
arson: This provision is designed to aid the large proportion. of first 
offenders who are not criminals properly so called, but who have 
slipped and tallen under exceptional circumstances} In a large per- 
centage of these cases the very accusation is greater punishment than 
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are convietion and imprisonment in eases where the offenders are 
hardened characters or professional criminals. 

‘The indeterminate clause, whieh has been in suceessful opera- 
tion in several of the states for some years past, enables the prison 
commission to weigh all the circumstances in the case of an offender 
after he has been convicted and sent to the penitentiary, and if it 
Appears that the interests of justice and of humanity ean be thereby 
subserved, authorizes that body to issue a pardon to the prisoner, 
Ile may, however, be held under the parole system, or given a ticket 
of leave, which will enable the prison commission to hold him under 
supervision for any length of time deemed advisable, 

The real importance of this measure lies.in the fact that it helps 
materially to strengthen the general movement, the world-wide move- 
ment indeed, looking to the elimination of the conditions which gave 


justification to Robert Burns’ famous couplet: 


Mah's inhumanity to man 
Makes countless thousands mourn, 


Ir APPEARS that there is a difference between suffragette and 
suffragist.

now another innovation is proposed, and

take beside her husband the place surrendered by Mr. Roosevelt, and 
share with him the cheers of the multitude on the way to her new 
home. 

Doubtless this proposition will call forth some criticism. It may 
even be regarded as a departure from democratic usage. sut we 
take it that the American people in general will view it in a very 
different light. 

Nobody has a better right to be near Mr. Taft, the official cere- 
mony being over, than his wife. Of all persons in the world, there 
is no question, she is the one he would like to have beside him. She 
has shared, being a good wife, in all the anxieties of his public life, in 
all the anxieties, particularly, of the last few months, and there is 
no reason why she should not now share 1n his triumph. 

There is no danger whatever that Mrs. Taft will assume any 
privilege or power that will not be hers already by .reason of the 
fact that she 1s the President’s wife, and less danger is there that any 
wife of any future President will be led into the mistake of assuming 
more than is her due. [ven in monarchical countries women have 
shared thrones as consorts with perfect understanding of their posi- 
tion. It cannot be said that all men have, under similar circum- 
stances, exhibited equal good sense. But let that go. 

Nobody who thinks rightly will misunderstand the innovation 
proposed for Thursday in \Washington. The country will rejoice 
over it as a tribute paid through Mrs. Taft to American womanhood. 
If she shall consent to share a seat in her husband’s carriage during 
his progress from the Capitol to the White House, the place should 
be given her by all means, and the cheers for the new President and 
the good wishes for his administration will be all the heartier in 
consequence. ‘ 

And if Mrs. Sherman, wife of the new Vice-President, shall 
also consent to take her place beside her husband, so much the better 
—so much the better for the country that the charm of its woman- 
hood and the strength of its manhood are combined on such an 
important occasion in its history.

THE ATTITUDE of certain farmers toward 
the rural free delivery system goes to prove 
once more, if additional proof were neces- 
sary, that it is impossible to please every- 
body. The complaint made by certain rural 
residents against the free delivery system— 
which brings the mail and the newspapers 
and the parcels right to their doors—is not 
that it has failed to come up to its promise in

any way, but that it does its work too well. 
It does not give the farmer, they say, an excuse for going into town 
as often as he formerly did. He used to relieve the ‘monotony of 
his life, it istheld, by going after his mail, which gave him an oppor- 
tunity to indulge in socjal intercourse with other farmers who were 
on the same errand. Now, the mail comes to him, and he™has no 
excuse for going to town, or to the cross-roads general store, unless 
the matter to be attended to 1s of considerable importance. 

Ixven then, he can use the telephone. All he has to do is to call 
central and ask to be connected with the storekeeper, the banker or 
the commission man. ~ Moreover, in those rare cases where he suc- 
ceeds in thinking of something to take him to town, the chances are 
that he is whirled in and back on a trolley car, where in the good old 
days a town visit meant a whole day off. , 

By figuring on the basis of $4.50 a day for man and team, an 
expert has it that the rural free delivery system alone effects an 
annual saving to our agricultural interests of no less than $450,000,- 
000. The showing would be a splendid one even if this saving were 
reduced by 50 per cent. jut there is a feeling throughout the 
districts that are thus served and benefited that the pleasures which 
the new svstem has wiped out are not compensated for sufficiently. 
In these days, even when a tarmer breaks away from everything and 
goes to town, the chances are that he finds no other farmers there to 
talk to, while all the townspeople are too busy filling orders that come 
from the farms by mail and telephone, and in preparing to ship them 
over the next outgoing interurban trolley cars, to pay him any 
attention. 

The times have certainly changed. Most of us feel that thev 
have changed for the better. : 


[rt IS MENTIONED tn all seriousness that Mr. Taft has nothing 
at hand now that will interfere with his enjoyment until inauguration 
day but the writing of a few magazine articles.

less presents the most favorable view of 
them, Signor Ferrero, with a mind sur 
charged with the images of Roman history, 
Visits America a short time ani SUTVeVS the principal cities, 18 enter- 
tained in drawing rooms and elubs and conducted through the poor 
districts, He contrasts great wealth with great want and takes the 
measure of the American conscience objectively. Between the 
opinion of the highly developed poet and scholar, speaking for his 
own people whom he knows intimately, and the opinion of the trained 
foreign critic and historian, who makes a casual sutvey of the outer 
evidences of the nation’s life, there yawns a deep gulf of difference. 

It is certain that Americans have not ceased to be concerned about 
their conduct as a people. No critic of importance writes an opinion 
of us but it is read with avid interest and a mingling of misgiving and 
exultation. We rather like to be told we are childlike, that we are 
impulsive, imaginative, vigorous, restless, inquisitive, generous, 
energetic, resistless, but we suffer like sensitive youth when told, we 
are greedy, impertinent, intolerant, extravagant, luxurious, dishonest. 
It is seldom that such summings-up are entirely without warrant and 
it is a healthy sign that as a nation we sincerely seek to know how 
much of the charge is true, and would purge the heart of what is 
found unrighteous. 

It is possible no nation ever labored more earnestly at the en- 
nobling and uplifting of its ideals. Certain communities of America 
were founded by religionists, others’ by adventurers, but when the 
great crisis for national existence came both classes of settlers gave 
passionately loyal service to the cause. They had become in a 
century and a half Americans, and their emotionalism dehouched 
into one great channel of political activity in framing the constitution. 
The American people became intensely idealistic over the slavery 
question on both sides of the dispute, roused to the deepest and truest 
expression of their lives when they believed: 


He is sifting out the hearts of men before his judgment seat. 


Idealism of 
Americans 


And today ‘idealism seems seeking to control American life as 
seldom it troubled a people. Americans have engaged in a prolonged 
self-examination, individuaily, politically and commercially. Not 
content with what has already been done in state and municipal 
reforms and in the interstate commerce laws, a thorough reforma- 
tion of the judiciary is in the air. 

While it is not unsalutary for Americans to behold themselves 
through the eves of their critics occasionally, these reform move- 
ments show that they mean to try to keep their moral uprightness as 
a people while they go forward, and though possessed of a deep 
desire for activity, explorative and constructive, they are deeply 
concerned to inform that activity with idealism to preserve its resist- 
less vigor.

construction, which means better living 
conditions for people much in need of thoughtful consideration 
expended upon a problem they are not capable ot dealing with alone. 

Middle-class and high-salaried renters have had their expanding 
ideals of living recognized 1n extensive improvements in apartment 
houses in New York and other large cities. In this field of archi- 
tecture there has not failed to be a.clash of 1deas between the practical 
capitalist and the progressive constructor which has caused the 
surrender on both sides of some cherished convictions. Yet marked 
improvements have been made and profits not curtailed. In striving 
to bring about improvements in wage-earners tenements, constructors 
with ideals have met with more pronounced opposition, the opposition 
that it is practically impossible to persuade a certain class of tenants 
to enjoy model tenements. 

The poorly enlightened immigrant has made some _ natural 
mistakes in his effort to cooperate with improvements made for his 
benefit. He has put his coal in the bath tub and made a hen-coop on 
the balcony with naive delight. Yet he has not shown a disinclina- 
tion to accept the boon of sunshine and more spacious air courts and 
tiny garden plots. His natural ignorance of the meaning of modern 
improvements should not be finally urged against giving them to 
him. Rather should systematic instruction in the uses of such 
featureg of a home be recognized as one of the duties of modern land- 
lordism, even as the progressive manufacturer supplies his employees 
with a welfare agent. Education and better living conditions must 
go hand in hand in improving poor districts, as the social settlements 
have shown. <A convincing demonstration must accompany experi- 
mental improvements. Thus gradually will the city slums be elim- 
inated. 


WHATEVER may be the final disposition of the forest reserve 
bill passed by the House on Monday by the narrow margin of ten 
votes, the victory achieved by its sponsors, and notably by Repre- 
sentative Weeks of Massachusetts, must be regarded as an excep- 
tional one. Opposed to the measure were some of the most in- 
fluential members of the House of both parties, including Speaker 
Cannon, chairman Tawney of the appropriations committee 
and Champ. Clark, the Democratic leader. The bill was 
really carried through by an alliance ‘between the New England 
and the South Atlantic states—by an alliance, in fact, between 
Massachusetts and South Carolina. It creates a national forest 
commission for the purpose of acquiring by purchase or condemna- 
tion the lands necessary to promote or protect the navigability of 
streams on whose waters they lie. It appropriates for this purpose 
$1,000,000 the first vear and $2,000,000 annually thereafter until 
the sum of $10,000,000 shall have been expended. It is a compro- 
mise measure, a substitute for a Senate bill having the same general 
object in view, and it now goes to conference. While New England 
voted solidly for the measure, and while New England interests 
are strongly in favor of it, it 1s proper to say that it was and is 
opposed by some of the ablest men in Congress, who, while in 
sympathy with the conservation movement generally, regard this as 
a measure which may lead to vicious legislation hereafter.

The bill to incorporate the Parkman 
Foundation to administer the $5,000,000 
fund that George F. Parkman left for 
maintaining and improving Boston parks 
was the subject of a hearing before the 
committee on. mercantile affairs today, 
and one which brought forth both unfav- 
orable and favorable comments on the 
Boston city government. While it was 
criticised by several witnesses it was 
ably defended by Alderman George P. 
Anderson, who pointed out some defects 
in the proposed bill which the other 
side admitted needed to be corrected. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur 
kk. Spring explained the measure with 
several changes thought advisable to be 
made. It makes the mayor, city treas- 
urer and three persons appointed by the 
supreme judicial court of the county of 
Suffolk a board of trustees to manage 
the fund, the legal title resting in the 
city. The fund is at present largely in 
real estate mortgages and the bill pro- 
vided for the trustees to have the direct 
The change sought 
was to have the city treasurer, acting 
under the trustees, attend to the details. 
Another provision is to allow the city 
government to turn over the whole con- 
trol of all or any single park to the 
trustees.
